Contractor Ready 
To Finish Pool 


F a i r f a x contractor Max 
Schenk said today he is ready 
to go ahead with completion of 
the Terra Linda High School 
pool under terms proposed by 
an arbitration board, as soon 
as he gets word from the* San 
Kafael High School District. 
Schenk has agreed he will 
appoint a superintendent to 
act in his place, with architect 
Carl F. Gromme also to name a 
substitute, as proposed by the 
arbitrators. 
He said the cost to him, 
under the agreed terms, will 
probably be $500 to $1,000 
greater than that to the San 
Rafael High 
School 
District 
which president Roderick P. 
Martinelli, of the San Rafael 
Board of Education estimated 
would run $3,000 to $3,500. 
Much of the additional cost, 
said Schenk, is involved in 
what is actually a change order 
from original specifications of 
the pool, proposed by the arbi­ 
trators as necessary for a mutu. 
ally acceptable arrangement. 
This involves tiling of gut­ 
ters which were built of con­ 
crete. The gutters cracked. The 
arbitrators found this due to 
a basic design fault, in that 
concrete so used is subject to 
crackin g Cost of tiling to be 
shared 50-50 by Schenk and the 
fccnool district. 
In addition, said Schenk, he 
must pay for sandblasting and 
o her preliminary work on re­ 
placing scum gutters. 
The school district is to pay 
foi a pressure relief valve in­ 
stallation intended to eliminate 
a dispute over expansion joints 
in the pool. 
‘ This is costing me several 
thousand dollars." said Schenk, 
“ but I am interested in preserv­ 
ing my reputation. I agreed 
through mv attorney to abide 
b\ the arbitrators' findings.” 
Schenk said expansion joints 
such as in the Terra Linda pool, 
which caused an initial dispute 
between him and the architect, 
are not present in the Tamal- 
pais High School pool, design 
ed by the same architectural 
firm 
He said it was not correct 
that he had refused to follow 
specifications laid down by the 
rrchiteet. although he had noti­ 
fied the school district in writ­ 
ing that he believed the joints 
as specified would not hold 
water. He said joints and scum 
gutters were installed under 
Gromme’s supervision, then he 
took them out and reinstalled

Fresh details of death and de­ 
struction from killer Hurricane 
Carla unfolded in the ravaged 
Gulf Coast sector today, and 
weather violence from the de­ 
parted storm widened more 
than 1,000 miles northward 
into the Midwest. 
The death toll, which could 
mount still higher, climbed to 
31 in three states—21 lives in 
Texas and five each in Louisi­ 
ana and Kansas. 
Vicious winds, another hur­ 
ricane after effect, smashed at 
scattered 
points 
from 
the 
southern tip of Texas through 
Missouri and into Michigan. 
As these echoes from the 
massive tropical storm contin­ 
ued, National Guardsmen, pub­ 
lic officials and a horde of 
refugees trudged through mud 
and debris on what promised 
to be a long and wearying 
struggle back to normalcy in 
coastal areas. 
Public health threats caused 
widespread 
concern. 
Water 
supplies were contaminated in 
dozens of towns and cities. 
Typhoid shots were being 
given to tens of thousands re­ 


turning to devastated areas. At 
Houston’s Municipal Auditori­ 
um, still filled with evacuees, 
d o c t o r s found 14 cases of 
measles. 
Tornadoes generated before 
and after Carla's center surged 
inland with winds up to 175 
miles per hour took six lives in 
Galveston and five others at 
twro points in Louisiana. Still 
others died from touching pow­ 
er lines snapped at the hurri­ 
cane’s height.

Six deaths were attributed 
directly or indirectly to the 
sudden torrent of flood water. 
Thousands were driven from 
their homes and damage was 
widespread. The main damage 
was along the Blue River as it 
cuts across the residential sub­ 
urbs of dose-packed industries 
between Kansas City and In­ 
dependence.

Weatherford of Kansas City 
estimated damage in the in­ 
dustrial area would total at 
least three million dollars. 
Four of the deaths were In 
Kansas. Mr. and Mrs. Eldon 
Ackerman of Waverly, Kan., 
and their two children drowned 
when flood waters swept their 
car off a bridge near Emporia. 
Edward Daley died in a similar 
accident at Fort Scott.

Trial for the clergymen was 
set for 3 p.m. today. 
The 15 were participating in 
a “Prayer Pilgrimage” which 
left New Orleans Tuesday and 
proceeded without incident un­ 
til they reached Jackson. Twen­ 
ty-three white and five Negro 
Episcopal priests started the 
pilgrimage. 


It was the first arrest for 


Pierson, 35, of New York City 
and Evanston, 111. His wife i* 
the former Ann Rockefeller, 
one of the New York gover­ 
nors’s five children. 
He said he had no plans to 
get out of jail but h o p e d

ride out the hurricane in their 
home. 
Suddenly

covered their house and their 
car, he said. 
“ Somehow we made it to the 
attic. All the food we had was 
a loaf of bread between us. My 
share was two slices. But two 
of the younger children were 
crying 
because 
they 
were 
hungry, and I divided my share 
among 
them. 
I didn’t 
feel 
hungry anyway.” 


The teen-ager said the water 


got so high the family went 
onto the roof and spent the 
night there. A wall of the 
house had caved in. 


Later they went back into 
the 
attic 
and 
another 
big 
wave hit. They decided to head 
for the roof again and he was 
the first one out.

“ I tried to reach down and 
help two of the children up, 
but something seemed to pull 
them away from me. The last 
time I saw my parents, mother 
and dad were holding hands 
and she was crying.” 


It was the last time anybody 


saw Robert’s parents — or his 
four brothers and sisters, an 
uncle,

aunt, 
and 
three 
cousins. The Kodies of eight 
of them were found and the 
rest were missing. 
Robert spent all day Monday 
and Monday night on the roof.

Br 
emptions make up 6U2 per cent 
of the local assessment roll and 
represent 73 million dollars in 
market value. His guess of rev­ 
enue loss was based on an av­ 
erage tax rate of $8. 
Marin, said Broemmel, should 
seek “ the right kind of indus- 
try,” and Marinites should buy 
in their home county.

SUPPORT PLEDGED 


Marin County schools take a 
65.4-cent “ bite” out of each 
county tax dollar, taxpayers 
will be informed by pamphlets 
to be mailed out with their 
property tax bills late next 
month.

showing that county govern­ 
ment costs account for only 
25.2 cents, to a total of $5,284,- 
400 as compared with the $11.- 
648,560 spent for schools dur­ 
ing the current fiscal year. 
City government costs for 
the year will amount to $2,- 
146,314 or 10.2 cents out of the 
dollar while the special dis­ 
tricts will take the remaining 
9.2 cents for a total of $1,- 
923,142. 
The pamphlet will contain 
10 examples relative to the 
breakdown of taxes by about a 
dozen specific governmental 
entities, with analysis of 10 
representative geographical 
areas using a $19,000 home as 
example. 
Indication of the 1960-61 tax 
rate and taxes will be given as 
w ell as the 1961-62 current tax 
rate and taxes. 
Production of the pamphlet i 
at cost of under $400 was 
authorized by the county su­ 
pervisors Tuesday on a basis 
of a letter from Auditor L. A.

American Legion has demand­ 
ed a buildup on national de­ 
fense, a firm stand against 
communism throughout the! 
world and watchfulness to pre­ 
vent subversion at home. 
The program made publicj 
yesterday, was drafted during 
three days of business sessions 
by the 2,600,000-member vet­ 
erans’ organization during its 
43rd annual convention. 
Election of officers, a report 
by the committee on foreign 
relations and an address by 
former President Harry S. Tru­ 
man were scheduled for to­ 
day’s closing session. 
Even before the foreign af­ 
fairs committee reported, the 
Legion pledged its support to 
President John F. Kennedy's 
policy to deter aggression, in­ 
cluding rearmament and mo­ 
bilization of National Guards­ 
men and reservists. 
The program called for re­ 
sumption of nuclear weapons 
tests, both underground and in 
space, “ with all due humane 
consideration regarding radio­ 
active fallout.” It didn't men­ 


tion testing in the earth's at­ 
mosphere. 
Also recommended w e r e 
speedup of the Atlas, Titan,! 
Minuteman, Polaris and Nike 
Zeus missile programs and 
quicker building of B-70 and 
B-58 bombers. 
It called for an Army of at 
least a million men backed by 
300.000 reservists and 400.000 
National Guardsmen.

The Legion supported the'

LONDON (if) — Followers of 
philosopher Bertrand Russell 
announced today they will defy 
a police ban and go ahead Sun­ 
day with a giant rally to de­ 
nounce nuclear weapons. 
The prospects were that the 
organizers will land in jail 
alongside the 89-year-old phi- 
lospher and 32 of his backers, 
doing time for breach of the 
peace. 
In a rare order for Britain, 
where free speech is tradition­ 
al, police yesterday banned the 
anti-bomb “ Committee of 100” 
from any activities Sunday in 
a mile square area of London. 
The citadel of London’s soap 
box orators, a corner of Hyde 
Park, was left outside the re­ 
stricted zone. So was the So­ 
viet 
Embassy, 
where 
there 
have been anti-bomb demon­ 
strations. 
But Home Secretary Richard 
A. Butler signed an order ban­ 
ning the demonstrators from 
Trafalgar Square where the 
U.S. Embassy stands, Piccadil­ 
ly 
Circus 
and 
Buckingham 
Palace. 
Police apparently feared the 
rally could touch off riots. 


Sheriff Louis P Mountanos 
has submitted ideas on county 
personnel modernization to Ad­ 
ministrator Alan Bruce who ex­ 
pressed himself “ in substan­ 
tial agreement with everything 
the sheriff proposes.” 


Not long ago the sheriff cre­ 
ated some disquiet by pushing 
through a deputy sheriff ap­ 
pointment which by-passed 16 
candidates qualified by exami­ 
nation. But he continued to 
w o r k through the personnel 
system otherwise, indicating 
that he wasn’t trying to wreck 
existing procedure though he 
thought it should be modern­ 
ized — something Bruce had 
u r g e d as far back as last 
spring. 


Bruce subsequently asked all 
department heads fo r ideas 
| and Mountanos was first to re­ 
spond. 


Mountanos's 
recommenda­ 
tions covered five points. Bruce 
said he had already expressed 
desire for changes along the 
same lines on most. 


Mountanos suggested that all 
applications for deputy sheriff 


positions be screened by the 
sheriff before being placed on 
the list for examination by the 
p e r s o n n e l commission. He 
urged also t h a t department 
heads participate in oral exami­ 
nations. 


A third point calls for sub­ 
mission to th e department 
head of the full eligibility list 
following examination . T h e 
present rule is to submit only 
four names at a time. 


Mountanos . wants the age 
limit for deputy sheriffs to be 
21 through 35, rather than 40 
as at present, with the excep­ 
tion that any person with five 
years of experience as a Cali­ 
fornia 
peace 
officer 
might 
qualify without written exami­ 
nation on recommendation of 
sheriff to supervisors. Bruce 
said he assumed this would in­ 
clude the oral examination. 


The final point was that any­ 
body hired by the sheriff on a 
per diem basis might thereaf­ 
ter become a permanent em­ 
ployee on the sheriff’s recom­ 
mendation provided he passed 
the examination.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
REA Hits Jackpot With 
New Advertising Policy 


We haven't been hearing much re­ 
cently about the Redwood Empire As­ 
sociation, so we were pleased to receive 
a release showing results for REA’s new 
advertising and publicity campaign. 
REA started advertising for tourists 
this year for the first time in its history. 
Continued was the tried and true pub­ 
licity handout approach, the feature 
story, the special article for newspapers, 
magazines and other p u b l i c a t i o n s 
throughout the nation. But some of the 
association’s money was spent for ad­ 
vertisements. 
The results were rather startling. 
There have been more than four times 
as many travel inquiries to the REA. A 
total of 3.731 inquiries swamped the 
REA office between May 1 and August 
31. This compares with 865 during the 
same period a year ago. 
Resort o w n e r s and businessmen 
along the Redwood Highway from San 
Francisco to Grants Pass are expecting 
active autumn travel because late sum­ 
mer business remained brisk despite a 
dropoff in other parts of the country 
and in overseas travel. 


It was a record traffic year, for ex­ 
ample, for the Golden Gate Bridge; the 
Ft. Bragg to Willits “Skunk” train was 
SRO in spite of a doubled schedule; 
state parks had turn-away crowds; coun­ 
ty fairs had record attendance. 
This is nice listening, for tourists 
bring new money into a community. A 
government survey showed that an av­ 
erage of only 28 tourists a day visiting 
a town with historic attractions, will 
bring in as much money during a year 
as a new business with a $100,000 an­ 
nual payroll. 
This is why we have supported every 
effort to bring visitors to Marin County. 
Recreation and tourism are big busi­ 
ness, providing jobs and fresh money, 
but demanding little in the way of police 
and fire protection, schools, and other 
governmental services. 
This, too, is why we’ve been disturbed 
lately at the lack of interest, seemingly, 
of the San Rafael Chamber of Com­ 
merce and some other chambers in eith­ 
er the REA or in attracting tourists. 
We congratulate the REA and urge it 
to keep up the good work.

OXFORD, England — The 
100 or more poverty-stricken 
countries and territories as­ 
sociated with the United Na­ 
tions are determined, now 
that they have won political 
independence, to win the bat­ 
tle against hunger, illiteracy 
and chronic ill-health. 
They will falter and fall If 
they fail ot‘help themselves. 
But we who can help will face 
a world more dangerous and 
explosive than we now face 
if we fail to do all wre can to 
help those who are helping 
themselves. Indifference on 
our part would be reckless 
and imprudent.* The determi­ 
nation of the developed na­ 
tions to help is almost univer­ 
sal. 
One big question raised at 
this five-day meeting of 70 
men and women of different 
races, 
varying 
background 
and similar purposes was. can 
it be done. 


THE UNANIMOUS judg­ 
ment was that if . we want to 
do it and are determined to 
do it—that is, take a giant 
stride forward in this decade 
—we can do it. If we do do it, 
there can be little doubt that 
the historians of the future 
will cite this crusade as the 
Twentieth Century’s crown 
ing achievement. 
The encouraging fact is that 
90 out of 100 of the under-de­ 
veloped countries have the 
physical and human resources 
to assure decent living stan­ 
dards for their people. The 
underlying cause of under­ 
development is the under­ 
utilization of the human and 
physical resources. 


FIRST PRIORITY—It has 
been a wide assumption in 
the United States and else­ 
where that the first and great­ 
est need of the under-devel­ 
oped areas were technical as­ 
sistance and outside capital. 
The economists and the de­ 
velopment 
specialists 
are 
learning differently. 
A new emphasis in aid- 
priority came clearly into 


focus at this conference. The 
first priority need is not fi­ 
nancial capital; it is human 
capital, it is talent capital. 
This comes from more educa­ 
tion, better education, and 
education directed to the so­ 
cial and economic deficien­ 
cies of trained government 
administrators, 
technicians, 
professional men, teachers, 
business leaders, and skilled 
workers. 
More of this trained human 
resource must be produced 
within these countries before 
either investment capital or 
technical assistance can be 
effectively used. Otherwise it 
will be squandered. 
The first responsibility to 
strengthen and re-direct their 
educational system rests with 
the underdeveloped countries 
themselves, although some 
outside help is in order.

REP. MILLER SAYS: 


Why Congress Remains 


In Session For Nine Months 


By REP. CLEM MILLER 


WASHINGTON — The legis­ 
lative year here is a long one. 
And as the country grows and 
the complexity of our govern­ 
ment and the world we live in 
become greater, it gets longer 
and longer. 
At one time the Congress 
could complete its business in 
a few months in the spring 
and the members could return 
home until the following Jan­ 
uary. As this is written we 
don’t know when this first 
session of the 87th Congress 
will adjourn, but few expect it 
before the end of next week— 
nearly nine months after we 
assembled here last January. 
For many, the slow pace of 
major legislation through Con­ 
gress is incomprehensible. No 
doubt the process could be 
speeded up. But there are at 
least two reasons whv it is as 
deliberate as it is: The prob­ 
lems of priority and concensus. 
Great legislation is scarce. 
Of the more than 20.000 bills 
Introduced 
each 
Congress, 
there are perhaps a dozen of 
overriding importance. T h e 
very nrocess of deciding which 
are the maior bills takes up 
an impressive block of time 
ea^v in a session.

PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI)—When 
traffic crawls “at a snail’s 
pace,’’ how fast is it going? 
Is anything as “quick as a 
wink’’ or as “fast as lightning?’’ 
A thick fog is said to be as 
“thick as pea soup.’’ But how 
thick is pea soup? 
In the interest of science. 
United Press International de­ 
cided to investigate. The Ore­ 
gon Museum of Science and In­ 
dustry (OMSI) cooperated and 
these and other metaphorical 
comparisons were put to the 
test. 
If traffic crawled at “a snail’s 
pace” you might still be on the 


way home 
from work last 
month. A snail’s pace is about 
.001 miles per hour — or two 
inches per minute. That’s one 
mile in 22 days. 


The National Geographic So­ 
ciety put a snail on a treadmill 
and measured his progress. 
They had a slow poke. He only 
went one-half inch in a minute. 


In Portland, an aquatic gas­ 
tropod s n a t c h e d from the 
depths of a guppy bowl was 
clocked on a wet table by the 
Oregon Museum of Science and 
Industry. He whipped by at two 
inches per minute. 


The curator of the museum, 


Mrs. Meta Roar, was the time 
keeper. 
She dropped the snail into 
the museum’s aquarium and 
went to work on a few other 
loose colloquialisms. 
Is some object “as far as the 
eye can see” or only “a ^tone's 
throw ” 
Nothing on earth is as far as 
the eye can see. A scientific 
m e t h o d of determining eye­ 
sight—good or bad—is wheth­ 
er a person can see the Nebula 
Amdromeda in the night sky. 
With perfect vision you can 
pick it out. It is 1.5 million light 
years away — or six trillion 
miles. 
How about a stone’s throw? 
Depends on who is throwing 
of course. But a stone is a Brit­ 
ish measurement equaling 14 
pounds. How far can you throw 
a bowling ball? 
What is as “quick as a 


wink?” Again, it depends on 
who is winking. Or on who is 
being winked at. But Webster’s 
Dictionary defines a wink and a 
blink as the same. And let’s not 
forget “a twinkling of an eye.” 
Mrs. Roar says about 1/50 of 
a 
second, 
measured 
photo­ 
graphically. The casual flutter 
of an eye at the right time, 
however, could last as long as 
necessary to get the message 
across. 
Even in the age of Sputnik, 
nothing is “as fast as lightning” 
except lightning. It is given as 
the speed of light, 186,000 miles 
per second. And contrary to 
popular opinion, lightning does 
strike twice in the same place. 
After the first strike, it’s sel­ 
dom necessary, but it does 
happen. 
Fog does get thick at times, 
but not “as thick as pea soup.” 
Pea soup is .4 thicker than 


water. Mrs. Roar prepared a 
can of soup in same way it 
would be prepared for a meal. 
U was then weighed against an 
equal amount of water which 
has a specific gravity of one. 
Pea soup, it was found, has a 
specific gravity or 1.4. 


While those metaphors fell 
apart under investigation, oth­ 
ers stood the test. 
“Hard as nails?” Pretty hard. 
The Oregon State Department 
of Geology says a 16-penny 
nail can hold up to 2,000 
pounds per square inch.

strom” is only one 10-millionth 
of a millemeter.

But it’s still pretty good—$35 
an ounce. 
Some old expressions defy in­ 
vestigation. Presumably there 
haye been cold days in July, 
somewhere. 
And if you wait until the 
nether regions freeze over, you 
will need patience. It couldn’t 
happen in “a month of Sun­ 
days.”

The “ifs” in the case are 
troublesome ones. And a total 
of jpbless just under four mil­ 
lion still isn’t anything to brag 
about. But it’s better than the 
figures of recent months that
